Newspaper people are concerned about th e 
possibility th at Americans

Because we th ink th e press is as important 
as noodles, cats and safe driving on th e 
h igh ways, we h ave been trying to make th e 
public newspaper-conscious with a special 
“ week.” 
We do not know wh eth er we are succeed­ 
ing or not. All we can do is affirm wh at we 
know to be true about th e reason a free 
press was guaranteed to th e people of th e 
United States in th e Bill of Righ ts and h ope 
for th e best. 
We know, because we live with th e sig­ 
nificance of th e guarantee, th at many of 
our readers h ave no conception of th e m ean­ 
ing of a free press. It means th at Congress 
can make no law abridging freedom of th e 
press and th at any law anywh ere wh ich at­ 
tempts to do so is unconstitutional. 
It does not h aean, as our critics some­ 
times would like to th ink, th at th ey h ave a 
righ t to edit th e paper. 
WeTl continue to do th at to th e best of our 
ability, and if it isn’t good enough , th e judg­ 
ment of th e market place will prevail. 
We aim. with in our varying limitations of 
space, intelligence, resources and imagina­ 


tion. to make each day’s newspaper be one 
day’s h istory of mankind. Th e scope and 
detail will vary enormously from one news­ 
paper to anoth er—from th e smallest to th e 
largest and from th e worst to th e best. 
Some days, we h ave a satisfied ^ feeling: 
th e result was satisfactory. Oth er days, well, 
everybody knows th e feeling of frustration 
th at comes at th e end of a day wh en every­ 
th ing went wrong. 
Newspapers, like th e people wh o move in 
and out of th eir pages as h istory unfolds, 
are not perfect. If th ere were one th ing 
about National Newspaper Week th at needs 
ch anging it is too much prating about h ow 
gpod newspapers are. 
Th ere are all kinds — good, medium and 
poor. But isn’t th is true of all enterprises? 
Isn’t th at wh at causes competition, as th e 
best strive to be better and th e medium and 
poor struggle to upgrade th emselves? We’re 
always striving to be better. 
It is permissible to say at th e outset of 
National Newspaper Week th at th e United 
States could not h ave been created and could 
not h ave survived with out newspapers pro­ 
tected from politicians by th e guarantee of 
a free press. It is permissible to say th is 
any time, and it .sh ould be said as often by 
newspaper readers as by newspaper workers.

markably interesting and educated 
guess as to how' Stalin died. Just 
before seeing it, I rode past the 
Soviet 
Union’s 
United 
Nations 
Headquarters on Pjirk .\ve in New 
York, brilliantly floodlit as usual 
and 1 wondered if t h e inmates 
were 
watching 
and 
what 
they 
thought of it. 
B e c a u s e 
the 
drama 
calls 
Khrushchev, in effect, a murderer. 
According to the script, which 
was written by David Karp, who 
dug up the story mostly in Lon­ 
don, 
it 
was 
Khrushchev 
who 
knocked Stalin’s medicine to the 
floor and watched the dictator die 
untended from a stroke. 


ALSO WAK HING were a dis­ 
tinguished roster of Soviet higher- 
ups, including Georgi 
Malenkov. 
Lavrenti Beria. head of the secret 
police, and 
Vyacheslev' 
Molotov, 
former Russian Foreign Minister, 
as well as Alexander 
Poskreby- 
shev, Stalin’s personal 
secretary 
and hatchetman who was the only 
one who tried to come to his as­ 
sistance. 
It was a fine melodramatic end­ 
ing to a story, and no more im­ 
plausible than many others that 
come out of Russia. 
Karp had the consultative assist­ 
ance of Harrison Salisbury, former 
Moscow correspondent of the New 
York Times, but I don’t think any­ 
one expects us to take the tale 
seriously either as journalism or 
as drama. But as a combination 
of the two, it was arresting. 
.Among other things, the cast — 
which had Melvyn Dougla- as Stal­ 
in. Eli Wallach as Poskrebyshev. 
Oscar Homolka as Khrushchev. E. 
G. Marshall as Beria and Luther 
Adler as Molotov—were all made 
up to resemble the originals so 
strikingly that we seemed almost 
to be spying behind Kremlin walls. 


DOUGLAS, an inspired choice as 
Stalin, was a remarkable human 
dictator, very self-possessed 
and 
seemingly entirely in control even 
when surrounded by enemies. 
Some of his dialogue made the 
blood run cold: “ Pity is a poison. 
I have no living friends ” To which 
his secretary says: 
‘‘Am I not 
your friend?” 
and 
Stalin 
.';ays: 
“No. and be grateful for it.” 
The incredible machinations of 
intra-Kremlin 
politics— no o n e 
quite knowing who is doing what 
to whom—was illustrated beauti­ 
fully by Stalin’s secretary’s worrn- 
ing the name of a spy in Beria’s 
office out of an informant and the 
next 
moment 
seeing 
the 
spy 


stretched out on the torture tables 
with Beria worming things out of 
him. 
Mrs. Molotov summed up the 
whole unsavory mob pretty well 
by saying of a roomful of people 
at a party: ” 1 hate all these peo­ 
ple. 'Those vvho don’t 
look 
like 
murderers look like victims.” 
Actually, the writing was quite 
restrained and unsensational 
and 
even witty in a grim way. If I 
ever had any doubts about my dis­ 
taste for dictatorships, they were 
dispelled by the sight of a guy 
with binoculars reading lips of the 
guests at a cocktail party. 
If we are to be held accountable 
for the things we say at cocktail 
parties, life is hardly worth living. 


THE PORTRAIT of Stalin as a 
wily, terribly tough and absolutely 


I ruthless tyrant conforms pretty 
' well with the facts. 
I 
How Stalin managed to survive 
in spite of his enemies is one of 
the wonders of tyranny that will 
;be studied. I imagine, by tyrants 
for years to come. 
The pre-science becomes a little 
too pat and unreal only at the end 
when Stalin predicts 
that 
Beria 
could be the first to be liquidated 
! and that Khruschev would wind 
up running things. 
The crack cast blew the budget 
to almost twice normal size, but

Sen. Bricker 
Hits Congress 


Cites Failure To OK 
Labor Legislation 


CLEVELAND (AP)—Failure of 
the 85th Congress to pass labor re­ 
form legislation was assailed here 
today by Sen. John W. Bricker 
<R-Ohio). 
In an address prepared for a 
meeting of the Ohio State Nurses 
Assn., the senator said the “Amer­ 
ican people expected legislation 
which would effectively outlaw the 
dictatorial, 
corrupt 
and 
violent 
practices 
engaged 
in 
by 
some 
labor union leaders,” but they did 
not get it. 
He said a weak labor reform 
bill did pass the Senate after a 
large majority of Republican sen­ 
ators had failed to win support for 
strengthening amendments. 
“ Our hope was that this labor 
bill could be strengthened in the 
House of Representatives,” Brick­ 
er continued. “ You should know 
that for 40 days and 40 nights the 
speaker of the House literally sat 
on this bill and refused to refer 
it to the House Labor Committee 
for action.” 
The senator also assailed the 
“spending spree” of the 85th Con­ 
gress as “reckless” and said that 
federal spending authorized in 1958 
“will prepuce a federal deficit of 
about 10 billion dollars for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year.” 
"I do not believe that the people 
of Ohio want their representatives 


in Washington to push America to 
the brink of bankruptcy,” he con­ 
tinued. 
Bricker 
said 
some 
increased 
federal 
spending 
was 
justified, 
such as cost-of-living increases for 
postal employes and social secur­ 
ity beneficiaries and funds for an 
expanded missile program to meet 
“the challenge of sputnik.” 
Commenting on what he ¿ailed 
the sharp differences in the ap­ 
proach taken by the two major 


political parties to health problems, 
Bricker said: 
“ The Republican party is united 
in its opposition to compulsory 
health insurance. Many leaders of 
the Democratic party, on the other 
hand, seek to impose on the people 
of the United States some form of 
sociaLzed medicine.”
